Pine Point Mines Limited owns producing lead-zinc property near Pine 
Point, on the south shore of Great Slave Lake. The operation is 
managed by Cominco Limited, which has 69.12% interest in the mine. 


Exploration of the Pine Point property revealed a mineralized belt 22 
miles long by 2 to 4 miles wide. Several separate ore bodies that 
have been found to date can be mined by open pit methods, but deeper 
underground deposits are expected. 


Shipments of high grade crude ore have been made to Cominco's Trail 
and Kimberley plants since late 1964, and to Bunker Hill's Idaho 
plant since March 1965. The company's 5,000 ton concentrator started 
operating in late 1965 and since that time zinc and lead concentrates 
have been shipped, mainly to Trail, B.C..
